1,200 Students Answer 
Government's Appeal; 
West Reached Monday 

McGill Men Given Cheer 
On Reaching Winnipeg 

Throughout the Eastern Provinces tho Government's appeal 
to the Universities for harvesters Ecems to liave met with enthus- 
iastic response: 1^200 students have gone to the rescue of this 
yc&r's bumper crop. Information was received here over the week- 
end, to the effect that all harvesters passed through Winnipeg on 
Saturday morning, and there split up to go to the various dis- 
Iricts'they were to help out. 

Thirty-five men from '^'ir-rr ^ 
went to Begina and Saskatoon via 



Melville and the Canadian National 
route, one hundred McMastcr stu- 
dents left for Rcgina via the Cana- 
dian Pacific ihic, and on Sunday 
morning a Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way 15 car special train left Win- 
nipeg for Rcgina with three hundred 
McGill and two hundred McDonald 
students on board. On Monday 
morning another Canadian Pacific 
trab carried eighty students from 
Toronto and Loyola College to Ré- 
gine. Then followed a sixtcen-car 
Canadian National Railway special 
train, carrying 125 students from 
Toronto, 110 from Laval University, 
190 from Queens,. 80 from the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario. 76 from 
Sir' George Williams College, 103 
from the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege, 10 from Kcmptvllle Agricul- 
tural College, and a few others. This 
train had two dining cars. 

- Professors in Charge 
Zach University has sent a Pro- 
fessor or senior student to take 
charge over the men during their 
absence from their respective col- 
leges. Professor Culllton left with 
the McGill men, two members of 
the teaching staff accompanied 
those from the Ontario Agricultural 
College, While senior students iire hi 
charge of the Toronto group. 

According to Information receiv- 
ed, wherever men have left for the 
West, they have been promised ad- 
ditional courses on thefar return to 
help them catch up on the work 
which they may have missed, and it 
is reported, that the Department 
of National Defence will authorize 
leave of absence from military 
trainbig for them. ... -^^ 

On leaving, the harvesters were 
seen to be wearing old but warm 
clothes, as they had been told, that 
though in some districts the Indian 
Summer was at its height, there 
was already three inches of snow 
in others, and that, when starting 
work at four o'clock in tho morn- 
ing, they would be glad to have 
brought along that extra sweater. 

While the date for the return of 
the McGill men was set at approxi- 
mately October 3, Toronto and 
Queen's do not expect their men to 
return until October 9 and IS re- 
spectively. 

As far as the financial arrange- 
ments are concerned, it is learnt, 
that the wages of $4.00 per day for 
the inexperienced harvester, and 
any greater sum that the skilled 
worker will receive will be paid 
to the men by the farmer who i* 
employing them, while transporta- 
tion and other costs will be borne 
'by the Provincial and Federal 
Governments.

McGill Students Travel Across

On the "McGUl HarvesUng," 
Westbound, near Port Arthur, 
Sat p.m. 
As the two-engine Special har- 
vesting train plugged along across 
Northern Ontario today, the 870 oc- 
cupants of Its 16 cars settled down 
to the routine, biit for many, novel 
experiences of. 'crossing most of 
Canada. 

For most of the passenger list the 
first night proved a bit sleepless. 
What with the somewhat vocifer- 
ous departure fate, accorded the 
boys at Windsor Station, followed 
by several hours of getting settled 
In the cramped quarters of a colon- 
ists' car, few of the potential fann- 
ers were in the mood for sleep. 

At Smith's Falls, the first 20 min- 
utes stop, thei^iwys^swamed^mit ou 
the platform 'in'"many'«ird -varied 
forms of attire. One carefree in- 
dividual, clothed, in brightly strip- 
ped pyjamas, with long red under- 
wear protruding at the overlapplngs 
of his lengthy limbs, was seen gal- 
loping through the station- and along 
the main street, presumably out for 
a little night air. 

By 1 a.m., most ot the more con- 
servative members of the contin- 
gent had retired,. but it is alleged 
that several , serious bridge games 
carried on well into morning. One 
persistent foursome' ,' declared that 
their game would continue the full 
three weeks. 

In spite of thé fact that almost 
everybody is groggy with lack of

sleep, the cargo has lost none of its 
enthusiasm for the finer points of 
transcontinental travel. At Sudbury, 
the first stop this morning, the 
student fanners poured out ot the 
train in . gala garb; crowding the 
platform and the restaurant, and 
even venturing several blocks up- 
street to Murray's.

Not having seen the original stage presenta- 
tion of "Panama Hattie," it Is impossibly ivr 
us to judge as to how the movie version com- 
pares with the original. ' However, the current 
Capitol Theatre attraction, does quite well for 
itself as a' musical comedy fihn in its own right.

A thread of a story has been added to the 
whole shebang, but there is not enough of it 
to cause too much disturbance to the mental 
apparatus. The film winds its merry way, with 
the principals cavorting round. Bright Cole 
Porter tunes enter In every so often and every- 
body seems to be having a great time. 

The comedy trio of Rags Ragland, Ben Blue 
and "Red" Skelton as the three sailors contri- 
bute some good comedy which is highly orig- 
inal.' These three have a technique all of their 
own. ' - ' 

Ann Sothern as Hattie turns in a -neat bit 
of work. The char^oierization is not unlike 
the 'Maisle' which she has been doing so suc- 
cessfully. Besides everything else, , Miss Soth- 
ern certainly has the technique down pat as 
far as putting, over a song to the audience is 
concerned. Her, Let's Be Buddies, one of the 
Cole Porter songs of the original score is one 
of the high points of the film. 

Alan Mowbray Is an excellent English but- 
ler as Is Marsha Hunt as the "other girl." Then 
there are bright and cheerful vaudeville acts 
in the film which add to the gaiety of the 
whole affair.

"Holiday Inn," now in its third week at 
Loew's, is one of the most charming carefree 
musical that has appeared in a long time. It 
is a^mbvie'to make you forget the war and the 
boy friend gone to Saskatchewan and the Eng- 
lish reading you ought to be doing. Even if 
you'don't care for musicals, you will enjoy the 
light humor and the original song and dance 
numbers ' 

"Holiday Inn" is the story of a New York 
singer, BIng Crosby, whose partner and girl is 
taken from him by his suave friend, Fred 
Astaire. Bing decides that he is fed up with 
city life; and opens up a farm In the country. 
But getting up at dawn and. milking cows In 
zero weather does not turn out to be as much 
fun as he thought it would. His next idea Is 
to open up an inn. This inn is to be open only 
on the fifteen American holidays, and on each 
holiday fji appropriate show will be given. 
Crosby, more by accident than intention, gets 
a good girl entertainer, and together they make 
a sucicess of the inn. Back In New York, the 
girl Astsire stole from Bing, decides to walk 
out on Fred in favour of a milionaire. Astaire 
ieomes down to the inn and there he meets and 
goes to work on Bing't newest girlfriend. From 
there en a series of amusing complications oc- 
cur that finally work out happily and musically 
for everyone. 

While the plot is by no means startlingly or- 
iginal, it is better than those usually found in 
musicals, and It does serve to connect the fif- 
teen holidays and different settings together 
very satisfactorily. 

Bing slldei into his part with great natural- 
ness even to the extent of wearing gaudy ties 
and looking woeful. His singing of the fre- 
quent Irving Berlin songs is the Joy of all 
Crosby lovers. Fred AsUIre as the contrasting 
man-al&out-town, Is less likeable and less at 
ease In his part, but his dancing more than 
makes up for this. The two girls, Marjbrie 
Reynolds and Virginia Dale, both newcomers, 
were probably chosen ioPi their excellent danc- 
ing ability and .their ;'reasoiiably good voices. 
They, are neither) original nor outstanding In 
ï«>!« aWUty, but they are aever- 

theîess llkeabîe'and provide adequate' feminine 
Interest. ^ 

Outstanding among the supporting players 
is Walter Abel who playi the part of the har- 
rassed manager with gusto and full apprecia- 
tion of the role's comedy possibilities. 

The song and dance numbers for each of the 
happy' hoUdàyi .'were enjoyable. Effective cos- 
tuming and two little negro children belonging 
to Crosby's coloured housekeeper, will keep 
those who don't find popular music and danc- 
ing engrossing; from becoming bored., While 
those who do like popular music, and dancing 
and Mr. Crosby will be la their element and a 
very happy one at that.

"Invisible Agent" is a more mature presen 
tation of the Flash Gordon type of adventure 
story. From the very first it takes us Into the 
world of the fantastic. The story centres around 
Frank Raymond, a young American who is in 
possession of a secret formula of a powerful 
drug which, Injected into the blood renders the 
body transparent. Frank Raymond receives a 
visit from the German (Sir Cedric Hardwicke) 
and Japanese (Peter Lorre) agents who try to 
force the formula from him. After a sUnigglc 
he escapes. So powerful Is this drug that he 
refuses to divulge it even to tbe,U.S. Govern- 
ment. 

After the bombing of Pearl Harbor and the 
success of the Japanese Invasion Frank decides 
that the national emergency Is great enough to 
warrant the use of the drug. The rest of the 
scene Is laid In Berlin where Frank goes as 
Invisible agent for the U.S.A There he meets 
and falls In love with Maria Sorenson and with 
her help obtains the necessary Information. 
Complications set in however when his former 
"friends" returning to Germany discover his 
IdenUty. After some breathtaking adventures 
he escapes, taking Maria with him. 

The action is fast and exciting, the dialogue 
always entertaining, and the photography . ex- 
ceedingly clever. The theme la one. of -Nazi 
greed and .brutality but the scenes of Gestapo 
tactics are not too gory to be uncomfortable. 
The picture is a cross between comedy and 
drama, a mixture of real with the tmreal, and 
on the'w^ole, very good entertainment. 

"rdere's One Bom Every Minute" makes a 
very good added attraction. The story is fee- 
ble, but the action is racy, the dialogue snappy 
and affords plenty .of laughs. 'There is never 
a dull monient and if yoii like them that way 
it is as good as they make them. , 

It is a story of local man puts small town 
on the map through a brilliant idea of daugh- 
ter's favorite beau. All ends well with Papa 
elected mayor of the town.

Tales of Manhattan at the Palace in the 
opinion of the writer, is an experiment In cln- 
ematographlng of short stories. The element 
of continuity was achieved largely by means 
of a dress suit The character studies In the 
five stories depicted are in themselves para- 
gons of enigma. We have for example in the 
first tale a young woman who finds it difficult 
to decide, or rather who is too fickle to decide, 
which of two men she loves, the one a prosper- 
ous but nevertheless accomplished gentleman, 
the other a sauve aictor who even when he was 
shot maintained the role of "the actor." 

In the remaining tales the dress coat brings 
fortune respectively to a musician, a timid 
lover, a university graduate— and this episode 
wil be particularly enjoyed by students— and 
finally to a negro village. 

The portrayals by first rate actors were In 
themselves masterpieces, from the Important 
role of Charles Boyer to the not so Important 
part of Victor Francen. The reason for these 
excellent characterizations Is probably that the 
actors were not forced to lengthen n profound 
bit ot emotlon and as a result were able to con- 
centrate their abilities into a small capsule of 
acting. 

The picture is recommended for all those 
interested in experiments In movies as well as 
those who go for the sheer enjoyment of the 
picture. It Is characteristic of many movies 
that a short and insignificant- plot Is lengthen- 
ed unnecessarily. 

By combining five short stories Into a single 
scrjpt with some artificial means of continuity 
this characteristic has been very cleverly elim- 
inated In Tales of.Manhattan.— R. A. 
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Broad .is the gate. , and wide the path. 
That leads nian to hb daUy bath,

Annual Track Meet to

Although in Montreal, football 
seenu to have suffered more due 
to the war than other major sports, 
the question of how It should be 
played, with or without unlimited 
interference, is not only sUU with 
us, but is coming more into prom- 
inence. The High School teams, are 
strong exponents of the American- 
ized game, who occupy most of the 
Saturday alternoons at Molson Sta- 
dium, are enjoying considerable 
success; and in a time when the fate 
of the game will rest with the fu- 
ture, they, as the major players of 
the future, will be an important fac- 
tor in deciding the rules to be used.

In this respect, however, their 

pioneering is not confined only 
to the Interference rule, but 
has resulted In an attempt to 
remove some of the elements of 
Inek from the fame.* Consider- 
able changes have been made in 
the advantages a team can gain 
from an opponent's fumble. A 
fumble recovered over the op- 
ponent's gooltine, which wonid 
formerly have counted for » 
tonchdown, b now only worth 
two points, with the scoring 
team given the opportunity to 
convert for an extra point. In- 
cluded in this category of 
"touehdown-from-fomble," Is » 
Mocked kick recovered over the 
^oslllne. In addition »> player ' 
cannot run with the ball after 
recovering an opponent's fum- 
ble; -that is, the ball Is dead 
where he fains possession of It. 

❖ ♦ ♦ 
The penalty to a team for Inter- 
fering with a potential pass-re- 
ceiver, has been reduced to ten 
yards from the line of scrimmage, 
with a first down soins to the pass 
ing team. If the ball was put in 
play inside' the defenders ten-yard 
line, the ball is moved to the one- 
yard stripe, first down and goal to 
go. 

« ♦ « 
The advantages of these rule 

changes to the Canadian game 

have yet to be shown decisively, 
and there is atlll much to be 
said pro and con. In yesterday's 
All-Star Civilian vs. Services 
game there was no opportunity 
for etiber team to do more than 
gain possession of the ball by 
recoverlnc an opponent's fum- 
ble, without benefit of the 
aforementioned rule, and after 
having a blocked kick dribbled 
over their goalllne, the CIwlcs 
were alert enough to keep the 
ball from falling Into a Ser- 
viceman's clutches, tumlni a 
potential touchdown Into a 
rou^e. In this particular case 
thanks to excellent defensive 
playing the new roles would 
not have been necessary, but on 
the whole, the tendency to place 
more emphasis on the offense, 
limiting the chances to score by 
any other method than by ad- 
vancing the ball from scrim- 
mage Is a prof resslve measure. 

♦ ❖ ♦ 
The unlimited .interference does 

not necessarily revolutionize the 
game, but it is a valuable offensive 
weapon to be used in addition to 
the extension end run and the for- 
ward pass, the two best ground 
gainers in eonunon use. It is 
method of advancing the ball with- 
out taking the chance of losing it 
If a pass goes astray. On Saturday 
afternoon. Catholic High School 
had the ball on the McGee twenty 
yard line, in a good position to 
score. Lining up in a "T"-forma- 
tion, Joe Petit, In the tailback posl 
tlon, took the balI.'.«iid|followIn2 
the other four baelcflèiders as in- 
terference, made his way to the 
seven yard line. This play, how- 
ever, was called back because of an 
offside, but -on the next play Joe 
Petit duplicated his play,, and his 
team was in a position ;,to,.'pIunge 
for a touchdown. In a similar situa- 
tlon yesterday, Doug. Smalll elected 
to throw a forward pass, but it 
travelled right to Red Storey of the 
Civilian AH Stars, and a valiant bid 
by the Service team was completely 
nullified.

The end run waa used as a 

soorinf pUy In another in- 
stance, with Red Storey snar- 
ing a lateral pass with one 
hand, running -at full speed. 
This play means as much to the 
Canadian same as running in- 
terference does to the Ameri- 
can game, and Buddy Atchison 
and Red Storey certainly bore 
out this fact yesterday .after- 
noon. It would be a valuable as- 
set to both styles of game.
